A friend of mine ran some calculations 
on EZNEC for the HALF SQUARE and Inverted Half Square. 


The half square at 5-10ft had a SWR o f1-1.3, almost 50 ohm match and max 
gain of about 2.8 dbi at about 20-22 degrees. 


A vertical in the same situation would need perfect ground or 120 radials and 
still have a take off angle of about 30 degrees. 


The Inverted Half Square has similar angle but only about 2dbi gain.

Keith here in the Depths of the Great Bergen Swamps of WNY... 


While WWV does not have an "Official" 10-Meter frequency, the harmonics 
from either the 10 MHz or 15 MHz transmitters can be heard on 30 MHz. 


When I last heard this, I dropped them a card. The 15 MHz 2nd harmonic 
is at -70 dBc and the 10 MHz 3rd harmonic is at -74 dBm. With a carrier 
of 5,000 watts (+67 dBm), the 2nd harmonic from 15 MHz would be -3 dBm 
and the 3rd harmonic from 10 MHz would be -7 dBm. 


I made contacts into the UK back in the early 80's with an output of -9 
dBm, working G3WBA a number of time. We started out at +27 dBm (500 mW) 
and dropped the power with step attenuators. I had a string of 6dB 
attenuators, so I went from +27 dBm to +21 dBm to +15 dBm and so on, down 
to -9 dBm (125 uW!) 


I have not listened for the 30 MHz signal from WWV this year as the 
club's beacon is on my 10 Meter antenna (waiting for a new site), but 10 


Meter reception of WWV is definitely possible, and it is QRPp!

(1) Maintain the HIGH and SLOW SPEED 

(2) Contemplate using the NOVICE band frequencies 


Note that the higher speed CW is a challenge and good to keep us challenged 
and improving our speed and competency. 


Why not use the NOVICE frequencies so we are not always banging heads with 
the FISTS and other activities? On 40M 7130-7145 are generally open and free 
of BC. On 20M there are a lot of wide open space. Sure some folks have 
limited bandwidth rigs but for this op I am sure most have a rig that can go 
outside the standard bandwidth.

Gang, 

We have been hit with several shockwaves over the past two days, keeping 
our geomagnetic field wiggling like lime Jello! This has made conditions 
on HF quite difficult during the active portions of the storm, and 
interesting propagation (due to the high solar flux) at other times. 
Yesterday's estimated A-index of 120, from many hours of the K-index from 
6 to 8, also produced spectacular aurora's into the middle latitudes of 
the US (and Europe, southern Australia, etc.). 


THE WORST IS OVER. However, the solar wind is still quite high at 

600 km/sec, so relatively short periods of storming are still possible, 
but likely not to shut down the HF bands ... just some noisy conditions 
on the lower bands (like 40-80M). 


RIGHT NOW (about noon EDT), the geomagnetic field is quiet and HF 
conditions are fairly normal. 


FOX HUNT and COLORADO GOLD RUSH (CQC) CONTESTS should see fairly normal 
conditions. The current quiet geomagnetic field will not effect 20M 
much, and the high solar flux (about 193 right now) will foster good 
propagation. Both events should see fairly normal conditions. 


Numbers for the past 3 days: 


Solar Flux A-index 


Friday 187 60 
Saturday 189 120x* 
Sunday 193x 60x x=estimated values 


Unfortunately, I was under lightning, rain (not much) and overcast skies 
all last night so had virtually zero visability for the Perseid meteor 
shower OR any aurora. Hopefully many of you got a better show than I 
did :-( 


We had a marathon session yesterday trying to wrap up the QRPp, so never 
even logged on ... so thanks to those who posted some of the data as 
updates to this storm. I'm sure it kept most of those on qrp-l pretty 
much on top of things, while other circles of hams are wondering what 
was going on.

Why not leave it as it is and suggest that the fox lower his speed to 
10-15 wpm during the second hour or when activity gets real slow. This 
will maximize the number of contacts while giving the slower ops a 

chance to participate. If you switch to 10 or 15 wpm, fewer operators 


are going to work the fox and the slow pace will turn off many. While it 
may not cut the number of contacts in half, it's likely to reduce it by 
25-33%. Do you want that? 


No flames, but was is the problem with 25 wpm on fox hunt? You only need 
to be able to identify your own call. You already know what exchange you 
are going to be given. It's not like you are going to rag chew at that 
speed. Set your memory keyer and when you hear your call, hit the keyer 
botton. What am I missing? That's what I do in dx contests or with 
dxpeditions when the dx is sending at 40-45 wpm.

Steve's response is a good illustration of what defines DX: A feeling 
of accomplishment. 


>From the very early days, "DX" has been the morse abbreviation for 
Distance or Distant. On HF, nowadays it *generallyx means stations in 
another country, and that's the meaning I think of first. 


However, there are no hard-and-fast rules that define DX, simply because 
there are so many factors involved. Depending on frequency, mode, 
power, antenna, propagation, band conditions, etc., etc., what defines 
DX in a given situation is very flexible. But the sense of 
accomplishment that Steve expressed so well is probably the key 

elememt. :-)

The fox said he would start at 25, and then slow up as time went by. What 
this does is get the greatest number of hunters off the frequency as quickly 
as possible, leaving it more open for the less experienced hunters. If the 
hunt starts with 60 hunters, you can clear half of them in half an hour, 
leaving only 30 callers. If you start with 60 and use 10 wpm, you are going 
to clear only 10 or 15 hunters off the frequency in the same time, because 
you are going to have more hunters causing qrm on every "over". 


This is not a question of freezing out lower speed hunters or ruining cw for 
anyone, it's just a reasonable way to handle the largest number of people 
possible in a limited time. Don't let your built-in biases affect how you 
understand what's going on here. The fox is going to work everyone who wants 
to play...at their speed. This is just about making it more enjoyable and 
accessible for everyone.

I just gotta chime in on this one..... 


Stop for a minute and look to see what the "Fox" is trying 
to do...... they are trying to work the MOST stations that 
they can in a 2 hour period. 


It's not hard to see that the faster you work each station, 
the more you can put in the log. Simple math! 


If you are running stations at 30 wpm and someone else is 
running stations at 10 wpm, who is going to get the most 
in the log? 


The best thing for the Fox's to do is to follow the examples 
set by the top contest stations...... run as fast as you 
can and still keep a pile up going. 


As the pile up thins out, you should start slowing down. 


How slow should you go? Just as slow as you think you need 
to go! 


As far as the question of the new hams, or those who just 
have never become too fond of or fast with CW goes.... 


Think about this..... here is a Fox, trying to work as 
many stations as he can in a fixed amount of time.

Let me get in my $0.02 worth before Cla shuts this discusion down. 


I think that people need to realize that the fox hunts are not a contest, 
but rather an activity to encourage people to get off their computer chairs 
and on to their ham radio chairs. 


I have been fox hunting since the first hunt 6 years ago, and have been a 
fox a couple of times. I did not exlude anybody on the basis of speed, nor 
did any other foxes that I recall. If someone came back at a slow speed I 
slowed down to work them. I responded to several who asked me to QRS, and I 
think I even asked a few to QRS. 


There has been a novice-tech Fox hunt for those that can't cope with the 
regular fox hunt, and I believe that they have been fairly successful. These 
should continue, perhaps with the modifcation that hams who have been 
licensed with slow speed CW are no longer restricted to the Novice bands. 


The biggest problems I had with the hunters were not the slow speed hounds. 
but rather the hounds woho insisted on working me twice because they did not 
have the skills to recognize that they worked me the first time, those who 
called over others, those who could not send dashes as fast as their bugs 
oculd send dots, and those who tailended while others were still copying the 
exchange. None of these were slow speed ops by the way. 


I think a slow speed activity night would be good, but I do not think we 
should change the FOX hunts for slow speed nights.
